»A Cotoner’s inquiry ‘was held 
yesterday by Major C.-Willson at. 
Central Magistracy into the death” 
of & Chinese edok employed by Dr. 
‘Obrensky, The Coroner said the 
Tagts were peculiar, not:, to say 
mysterious. Deceased WAS 33 years 
of ago and he was found lying 
dead in the cookhouse of No. 18, 
Quarry Point on March 3 ‘this year. 
The police found on ‘his person a 
part of a watch chain” and on the 
ground beside the body was 0 match 
box with bl ood stains on it. toa 

Another curious point was that 
a promissory note was found near 
where deceased was lying. The. 
niedigal evidence would show that 
the deceased: met bis death” by 
thiottling and by asphyxia. “Finger 
marks were found on the neck of the 
deceased and other marks on his 
arms. : 

“ Exhaustive inquiries ‘have been 
made by the police and they have 
been unable to find any motive of 
murder, if murder it was’’ said the 
Coroner, ‘ Beyond that, J can’t 
direct your attention to anything 
else, but it is a mysterious case and 
it is to be hoped that im-the course 
of the evidence something will 
transpire to: throw light on it and 
lead you to came toa conclusion as 
to whether it:ig a case of murder, 
by some person unknown, or whe- 
ther ‘itv was a. . case of _ death by 

natural causes,’ 

Evidence of "le finding of: the 
body was given by a young Chinese 
assistant cook, after which’ Dr. A. 
Cannon, medica} offer in charge of 
Victoria Mortuary gave evidence of 
the result’ of a° post,mortem exami- 
nation. He said deceased showed 
signs of marked: acute bronchitis 
and mild cardial degencration. 

The doctor: described details ‘of 
‘the finger marks on the throat and 
left wrist and added that there was 
a fracture of the’thyro cartelege, 
which had, never been known to 
fracture except by force, applied by 
another person. 

Tho inquest was adjourned.
